High School Superintendent, 
Warren Pol ley, was optomistic 
and felt that the referendum 
would pass. 

Polley said, "I would con- 
tribute- the success of the 
referendum to the work of 
many, many, many, concerned 
people.

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The Village Trustees during 
their regular meeting on 
Monday night gave the goahead 
to Village board attorney, Ken 
Clark, to persue the action 
necessary against Marge 
Nelson and her husband for 
non-payment of fees.

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BUILDING CONSIDERATIONS FOR DISTRICT 34 



The Antioch Grade School 
Board is now in the process of 
considering the following four 
building recommendations. 
These tentative considerations 
are being studied in view of the 
conservative enrollment study 
for district 34 and the new 
regulations for full recognition 
by the State department. Each 
year the State will be sending 
out a team of inspectors to 
check school buildings, cur- 
riculum, instruction, etc. If the 
school passes, it will then be 
recognized as an eligible 
institution for state aid. 

The recommendations below 
are now; being considered. It 
should be emphasized however; 
that these recommendations 



are merely being studied and no 
final determinations have been 
made. 

1.) Kindergarten through 
eighth grade - 18 classroom 
school for occupancy in Sept- 
ember of 1974, or as soon 
thereafter as possible. The 
location will be somewhere near 
the northwest corner of the 
Village Limits. 

2.) Either - ah addition onto 
the Oakland School for a total' 
potential enrollment of 700. 

or the first section of a new 
three section school somewhere 
in the Oakland Area. Either 
alternative will, be needed by 



location, then there will also be 
a library learning center 
developed at the Oakland 
School. (Library Learning 
Centers are going to be a 
requirement by the State Office 
of Superintendent of Public 
Instruction (OSPI). The learn-

3.) Plans to develop a

improvement' and updating of 
the interior of the Channel Lake 
School by September of 1975.

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"there is nothing that has yet 
been contrived by man, by 
which so much happiness: is • 
produced as by a good tavern or 
inn." Samuel Johnson 1776: 

When Samuel Johnson ut- v 
tered these words on that day in. 
March in 1776, he could have 
had little knowledge that 
century's later, people would be 
relating his words to a place 
they had known and loved in 
Antioch, Illinois. He couldn't 
have known how precisely his 
words would ring true and how 
much happiness could be 
generated from one building on 
Main Street. 

The building has been known 
by several names throughout its 
long history, but is best known . 
by two, "Morley's Tavern" and 
"Bud's tavern." The building is 
now in the process of being torn 
down to make way for a parking 
lot, but the memories of its past' 
are still standing strong in the 
hearts of so many of its old 
friends. 

One of these friends is David 
Nisson, who has constructed 
some of the old building's past 
history in the following story: 
"The December 6th edition of 
the Antioch News included a 
photo of a bottle with a note 
inside indicating that the old 
Main Street Tavern was built in 
1912. This article brought forth 
much comment among the old 
timers and the patrons of the 
old place. 

Bud Holtz, a former owner 
and operator of the place was 
consulted and his memories 
provide us with a great deal of 
its history. 

Also, the raising of the 
structure provided evidences 
that the building certainly was 
constructed initially much 
before 1912. 

Bud recalls, for example, the 
reason for the canopy and the 
post in the front of the tavern 
were built because of a 
reluctance on the owners part at 
the time, J. J. Morley, to move 
the building forward to conform 
wi^h a new Village front line 
many' years ago. This then 
suggests that the bottle was 
possibly placed in the wall at 
the time of remodeling. 

The wrecking crews work 
uncovered evidence of living 
quarters above the saloon. (Bob 
Wilton Sr. remembers playing 
in these quarters as a boy, says 
his son, Bob Jr.) The rooms 
were abandoned when a high 
metal ceiling wr.s installed, 
which was in keeping with the 
style of the times. 

Bud also recalls that until 1946 
the tavern was heated by an old 
fashioned coal stove. When 
asked how the pipes in the 
kitchen and wash rooms were 
kept from freezing, his com- 
ment was, "by a little prayer 
and a lot of blow-torching.". 

The wrecker's bulldozer also 
uncovered evidence of upstairs 
and downstairs windows which 
were covered over by the brick 
veneering. The origional struc- 
ture was framed;: with drop 
siding. Some of these boards 
were 14 to 16 inches in width. * 
During prohibition, the 
jrigional owner, J.; J. Morley 
- used it for a time as a real 
.'. estate office, then it served as a 
sales room for boats and motors 
by Ed Dressel and a partner. 
After they moved it stood

vacant until 1933 when Bud 
opened it as a tavern..;.. 

He operated it until 1961 and it 
was closed as a tavern when 
Casey Cassella moved the 
license to another location. The 
origional back-bar is now in 
service somewhere in the 
Rockf ord area, and rumor has it 
at the Wagon Wheel." 

Phyllis Mc Milieu, who is the 
daughter of J. J. Morley, also 
contributed information to the 
building's early history. 

Many, many years ago her 
grandfather, William Linden 
Morley, came to the United 
States from England. He was 
only 14 years old and had run 
away from home. He then went 
to live with his uncle Joe 
Morley, who lived in Indian 
Point in Grass Lake. A few 
years later the Civil War began 
and William joined the 96th 
regiment. He returned from the 
Civil War with a young bride of 
16. Her name was Mary and she 
was from Tennessee. 

William and Mary bought the 
property on Main Street and 
built a wooden building there. 
The building first served as a 
wheel wright shop, as William 
had been an apprentice in that 
trade before he left England. 
When people came to the shop- 
they often had to wait for their 
merchandise and while they 
did, Mary often gave them 
something to eat and drink. 
Before they know it the Wheel 
shop had evolved into a tavern. 
William and Mary had three 
children, two girls and one boy, 
John. When John was 14 years 
old his father died and left his 
business to him,. which he ran 
until 1933. 

Phyllis remembers many 
things about the days when her 
father ran the tavern. She 
recalls: the many poker games 
that drew sophiscated players 
from Chicago; the large garden 
that was behind the tavern, 
(Which is now a village parking 
lot), where her father grew 
sweet corn' that was served free 
in the tavern and that brought 
fame to her father's business. 



and that her father was the 
ONE democrat in the town at 
that time. 

John Morley has been 
described as a man with black 
curly hair, that just wasn't 
afraid of anybody. He was 
truly his own man, who had so 
many loves. He was involved in 
horse racing and he eh joyed 
Shakespeare. He was an avid 
golfer and loved to read history. 
Morley's golf partners included 
Eddy Wells , who was President 
of the Wells Forwarding 
Company, and who was also the 
father of Jack Wells, now the 
current Chief of Police in 
Antioch, Clayton Smith, who 
was president of the Cook 
County Board, and ' George 
Gerber,* who: was Smith's^ 
administration aide. ?■ 

Morley's love for horse racing 
took him all over the states, lie 
also raced in cutters on Lake 
Bluff in the winter time. 

The tavern served as an area 
distributor for Schlitz beer and 
Phyllis remembers how all of 
the neighborhood kids used to 
hitch a ride on the back of the 
beer wagon down to the lake for 
a swim during the summer. 

Morley was never seen 
without his cane, in fact he had 

a large collection of them from 
all oyer the world. He not only 
used his cane for walking, but 
he also used it as a very 
effective tool for speedy 
comunication. 

Bill Brooks, who is the 
President of the State Bank of 
Antioch,- has many memories of 
the tavern too. 

His mother< was Antioch's 
first telephone operator, when 
she began there were only two 
phones in Antioch. The switch- 
board was housed in the old 
drug store next to the tavern. 
Mrs. Brooks used to place the, 
bets from the tavern next door 
to Chicago. Gambling was legal 
back then and people used to bet 
on everything, from the cock 
fights to the ball games. 

Mr. Brooks also recalls how 
on the way to school he would 
take a long-cut through the alley \ 
■ behind the tavern to visit with 
the roosters. He said, "I got to 
know some of those birds pretty 
good." 

The early days of Antioch 
hold many fond memories for 
Mr. Brooks. He remembers the 
sawdust on the floors, the horse 
and buggy s, drinking a nickle 
bottle of warm pop, while 
waiting for his dad oh the bench 
in front of the tavern; and 
driving cattle through town with 
his uncle on their way up to 
Trevor; The tavern in those 



i^^^ 




days was strictly a man's place 
and women. entered through a 
side door, called a "family 
entrance", and remained in a 
back room. After prohibition 
days, things were different of 
course, and the tavern became 
a social place for all. 

Phyllis McMillen commented 
"It just became a common 
gathering place and it seemed 
like after every party wherever 
it was held, everybody ended up 
in the tavern to finish of the 
night." 

Police Chief, Jack Wells, 
commented, "Bud Holtz ran a 
really good saloon, you wouldn't 
be afraid to take your mother in 
there or/ anybody else." 

Wells/ like so many others, 
has many fond past memories 
that were born in the tavern. He 
used to got into the tavern with 
his father, Eddy, as a boy, he 
ate frequent Saturday night 
turkey dinners with his family, 
and then after the World War II 
he remembers . many welcome 
home partys there.

■■'. He said, "If you have never 
spent a New Year's Eve party 
in the tavern, then you have 
never really lived. Many of 
those old parties will never be 
forgotten." v \ 

Wells can also confirm the 
fact that the tavern was used at 
one time as a boat and motor 
place, as his father bought him 
and his brother a Johnson Giant 
Twin Motor back in the late 
twenties or the early thirties. 

And as David Nisson con- 
cluded his story..... 

"Although the tavern is gone, 
much, much more will be told 
and retold about the old place, 
its whiskey point, smells and 
aromas, its rummy and hearts 
games and the Saturday night 
turkey plate dinners, a little bit 
of horse betting, and the endless 
string of characters, some 
waiting for a live one, and 
others trying to down a drink. 

Ah, the tavern business in 
Antioch will never be the same - 
Good-bye old friend, the Main 
Street Tavern...."

Such misuse can turn 
this rather innocuous item into 
one capable of destroying life 
and property. Given the proper 
attention, however, it is safe 
and useful. 

According to Underwriters* 
Laboratories, a not-for-profit 
organization testing for public 
safety, one of the most Impor- 
tant rules is to match the 
extension cord with the Same 
size and type cord supplied 
.with the appliance. 

Secondly, an extension cord 
should never be overloaded. By 
adding the number of watts 
plugged into the extension, 
safety of the electric load can 
be determined. 

Periodic examination of all 
extension cords in use. can 
eliminate a potential fire or 
shock hazard. Check all screw 
connections, which should be 
tight with all wire strands held 
firmly under the screws. In- 
spect the cord for breaks,- which 
often occur near the plug. Look 
for frayed and broken insula- 
tion, and replace rather than 
repair defective cords. 

The placement of cords is 
also an important factor. Gords 
that are near a source of heat; 
supported on nails; placed 
under rugs, through doorways, 
across walkways or tables are 
. dangerous. Only cords indicated 
to be "oilproot" or "water- 
resistant", should be near oil or 
moisture.
